No, 11013/1/79-1ES,— The rules for a competitive exami- 
nation to be held by the Union Public Service Commission in 
1979 for the purpose of Ailing vacancies in Grade IV of tho 
following Services are published for general information ; — 

(i ) The Indian Economic Service, and 

(ii) The Indian Statistical Service. 

2. The number of vacancies to be filled on the results of 
the examination will be specified in the Notice issued by the 
Commission. Reservation will be made for candidates belong- 
ing to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in 
respect of vacancies us may be fixed by the Government. 

Scheduled Castes/Tribes mean any of the Castes/Tribas 
mentioned in the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) Order, 
1950; the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Order, 1950; the 
Constitution (Scheduled Castes) (Union Territories) Order, 
1951; The Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Union 
Territories) Order, 1951; [as amended by the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes Lists (Modification) Order, 
1956, the Bombay Reorganisation Act, 1960, the Punjab 
Reorganisation Act, 1966, the State of Himachal Pradesh Act, 

1970 and the North Eastern Arcus (Reorganisation) Act, 

1971 and the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes Orders 
(Amendment) Act, 1976J the Constitution (Jammu and 
Kashmir) Scheduled Castes Order, 1956, the Constitution 
(Andaman and Nicobar Islands) Scheduled Tribes Order,

4. A candidate must be either : — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Nepal, or 

(c) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(d) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, before 
the 1st January, 1962, with the intention of perma- 
nently settling in India, or 

(e) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Sri Lanka, East African countries 
of Kenya, Uganda, the United Republic of Tanzania, 
Zambia, Malawi, Zaire, and Ethiopia and Vietnam 
with the intention of permanently settling in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to Categories (b) , 
(c), (d) and (e) above shall be a person in whose 
favour a certificate of eligibility has been issued by 
the Government of India. 

A candidate in whose ease a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted to the examination but the offer 
of appointment may be given only after the neefessary eligibi- 
lity certificate has been issued to him by the Government of 
India. 

5. (a) A candidate for admission to this examination must 
have attained the age of 21 years and must not have attained 
the age of 28 years on 1st January, 1979 i.e. he must have 
been born not earlier than 2nd January.

(v) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate or a prospective 
repatriate of Indian origin from Sri Lanka and has 
migrated to India on or after 1st November, 1964, 
or is to migrate to India under the lndo-Ceylon 
Agreement of October, 1964; 

(vi) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
bona fide repatriate of Indian origin (Indian Pass- 
port holder) from Vietnam as also a candidate hold- 
ing emergency certificate issued to him by the Indian 
Embassy in Vietnam and who arrived i’.i India from 
Vietnam not earlier than July, 1975;

(ix) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any lorcign country or in a 
disturbed area, and released as a consequence there- 
of; 

(x) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and relaxed as a consequence thereof:

(xi) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled in opera- 
tions during Jndo-Pak hostilities of 1971, and releas-

(c) A candidate who exceeds the prescribed upper age 
limit on the crucial date viz. 1st January, 1979 and who was 
detained under the Maintenance of Internal Security Act or 
was arrested or imprisoned under the Defence and Internal 
Security of India Act, 1971 or Rules thereunder during the 
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period of Internal Emergency between 25-6-75 and 21-3-77

ed to be filled on the results of the examination. 

Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes 
or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent the number of 
vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and the Schedul- 
ed Tribes can not be filled on the basis of the general 

standard, be recommended by the Commission by a relaxed 
standard to make up the deficiency in the reserved quota, sub- 
ject to the fitness of these candidates for apointment to the 
Services irrespective or their ranks in the order of merit at the 
examination. 

14. The form and manner of communication of the result 

of the examination to individual Candidates shall be decided 

by the Commission in their discretion and the Commission 

will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 

15. In the case of the candidates competing for both the 
Services, due consideration will be given to the order of pre- 
ference expressed by a candidate at the time of his application. 

No. request for alteration in the preferences indicated by 
candidates in respect of Services for which they desired to be 
considered, would be entertained unless the request for such 
alteration is received in the office of the Union Public Service 
Commission within 30 days of Ihe date oT declaration of the 
results of the written examination. 

16. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment, unless Government are satisfied after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate having regard 
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to his character and antecedents is suitable in all respects for 
appointment to the Service. 

17. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with the 
discharge of his duties as an officer of the Sei-vice, A candi- 
date who alter such physical examination as Government or 
the appointing authority, as the case may be, may prescribe 
is found not to satisfy these requirements, will not be appoint- 
ed. Any candidate called for viva voce by the Commission 
may be required to undergo physical examination.

The technique of the interview is not that of strict cross 
examination, but of a natural, though directed and purposive 
conversation, intended to reveal the candidate’s mental quali- 
ties and his grasp of problems. The Board will pay special 
attention to assessing the intellectual curiosity, critical powers 
of assimilation, balance of judgment and alertness of mind, the 
ability for social cohesion; integrity of character, initiative 
and capacity for leadership. 

APPENDIX II 

Brief particulars relating to the two Services to which 
recruitment is being made through this examination ; 

1. Candidates selected for appointment to either of the two 
Services will be appointed to Grade IV of the Service on pro- 
bation for a period of two years which may be extended if 
necessary. During tho period of probation, the candidates 
will be required to undergo such courses of training and ins- 
truction and to pass such examination and tests as the Govern- 
ment may determine. 

2. If in the opinion of Government the work or conduct of 
the officer on probation is unsatisfactory or shows that he is 
unlikely to become efficient Government may discharge him 
forthwith. 

3. On the expiry of the period of probation or of any 
extension, if the Government are of opinion that a candidate 
is not fit for the permanent appointment Government may 
discharge him. 

4. On completion of the period of probation to the satis- 
faction Of Government, the candidate shall If considered lit 
for permanent appointment be confirmed in his appointment 
subject to the availability of substantive vacancies in perma- 
nent posts.

APPENDIX fTf 

RFGUI ATI ON S RELATING TO THE PHYSICAL 
EXAMINATION OF CANDIDATES 

These regulations are published for the convenience o 
candidates and to enable them to ascertain the probability of 
their being of the required physical standard. I he regulations 
are also Intended to provide guidelines to the medical 
examiners. 

2. The Government of India reserve to themselves nbsolut' 
discretion to reject or accept any candidate after considerin' 
the report of the Medical Board. 

1. To be passed as fit for appointment a candidate must 
be in good mental and bodily health and free from any 
physical defect likely to interfere with the efficient perfor- 
mance of the duties! of his appointment. 

2. Jn the matter of the correlation of age, height and 
chest girth of candidates of Indian (including Anglo-Indian ) 
race it is left to the Medical Board to use whatever correla- 
tion figures are considered most suitable ns a guide in the 
examination of (he candidates. If there b any dispropoitiort 
with regard to height, weight and chest girth, the candidate 
should be hospitalised for investigation and X-ray ci the chest 
tnken before the candidate is declared lit or not fit by the 
Board. 

3. The candidate's height will he measured as follows 
He will remove his shoes and be placed against the 

standard with his feet together and the weight thrown on the 
heels and not on the toes or other sides of tire feet. He will 
stand erect without rigidity and with the heels, calves, but- 
tocks and shoulders touching the standard, the chin will Ire 
depressed to bring the vertex of the head level under the 
horizontal bar and the height will be recorded in centimetres 
and parts of a certimctre to halves. 

4. The candidate’s chest will he measured as follows : — 
He will be made to stand erect with his feet together, and 

to raise his arms over his head. The tape will be so adjusted 
round the chest that its unpcT edge touches the interior 
angles of the shoulder blades behind and lies in the same 
horizontal nlane when the tape is taken round the chest. The 
arms will then be lowered to hang loosely bv the side, and 
care will be taken that the shoulders are not thrown upwards 
or backwards so as to displace the tape. Die Candida ‘e will 
then be directed to take a deep inspiration several times and 
• he maximum expansion of the chest will be curefullv noted 
f. r the minimum and maximum will then be recorded in 
centimetres R4-R9 86-93 etc. In recording the measurements, 
fractions of less than a centimetre should not be noted. 

Y.fl. — The height and chest of the candidate should he 
measured twice before coming to a final decision. 

s. The candidates will also be weighed and his weight 
recorded in kilograms; fraction of a half of a kilogram should 
no; be noted. 

6.(lO The candidate’s eye-sight will be tested in accord- 
ance with the following rules. The result of each test will 
he recorded. 

(b) There shall he no limit for minimum naked eye 
vision but the naked eve vision of the candidates shall, how- 
ever. be recorded by the Medical Hoard or other medical 
authority in every case, as it will furnish the basic information 
in regard to the condition of the eye. 

(c) The following standards are prescribed for distant and 
near vision with or without glasses.

(d) In every case of myopia, fundus examination should 
he carried out and the results recorded. In the event of 
pa holoeiral condition being present which is likely to be 
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progressive and affect the efficiency of the candidate, he 
should be declared unfit. 

tc) Field of vision.- -The held of vision will be tested by 
the confrontation method. When such test gives unsatisfac- 
tory or doubtful results the field of vision should he deter- 
mined on the peremeter. 

If) Night Blindness.— Broadly (here are two types of 
night blindness. (1) as n result of vit. A deficiency and (2) 
as a result of Organic Disease of Retina— a common cause 
being Retinitis pigmentosa, in (1) the funds is normal, gene- 
rally seen in younger age-group and ill-nourished persons, 
and improves by large doses of Vit. A in (2) the funds is 
often involved and mere funds examination will reveal the 
condition in majority of cases. The patient in his category is 
an adult, and may not suffer from malnutrition. Persons seek- 
ing employment for higher posts in the Government will 
fall in his category. For both (1) and (2) dark adaptation 
test will reveal the condition. For (2) specially when fundus 
is not involved electro-Rgtinogrnphy is required to he done. 
Both these tests (dark adaptation and retinography) are 
time-consuming and require specialized set up and equip- 
ment, and thus are not possibld as a routine test in a medical 
check-up. Because of these technical considerations it is for 
•he Ministry /Department to indicate if these tests for night 
blindness are required to be done. This will depend upon the 
job requirement and nature of duties, to be performed bv the 
prospective Government employee. 

( g) Ocular condition other than visual acuity. — (i) Any 
organic disease or a progressive refractive error which is 
likely to result in lowering the visual acuity should he con- 
sidered a; disqualification. 

< ii) Squint. — For technical services where the presence of 
binocular vision is essential, squint, even if tire visual acquity 
in each eve is of the prescribed standard should be consider- 
ed a disqualification. For other services the presence of 
sauint should not be considered as a disqualification, if the 
visual acquity is of the prescribed standnrd. 

tiii) One eye. — If a person has one eye or if he has one 
t ye which has normal vision and tho other eye is cmbylyopic 
or has subnormal vision, the usual effect is that the person, 
lacks stereoscopic, vision for perception of depth. Such vision 
is not necessary for many civil posts. The medical board may 
recommend ns fit such persons provided the normal eye has: — 

(i) 6/6 distant vision and JI near vision with or with- 
out glasses provided the error in anv meridian is not 
more than 4 diopters for distant vision 

(ii) has full field of vision. 

tiii) normal colour vision wherever required. 

Provided the board is satisfied that the candidate can per- 
form all the functions for tho particular job in question. 

(h) Contact lenses. — During the medical examination of 
a candidate, the use of contact lenses Is not be allowed. It is 
necessary that when conducting eye test, the illumination of 
the type letters for distant visions should have an illumina- 
tion of 15 foot-candles. 

7. Blood Pressure. 

The board will use its discretion regie ding Blood Pressure. 

A rough method of calculating normal maximum systolic 
pleasure is as follows : —

N,B, — As a general rule any systolic pressure over 140

The hospitalization report shouM in licate 
whether the rise in blood pressure is of n tmnricnf nature

The final decision as to (lie fitness 
or o'hcrwi.-e of n c 'pdidate will, however, test with the Medi- 
cal Board only.

The ineietuy manometer type of instillment should be 
med as a rule.

Provided the 
patient, and ixu lieiihuly bis arm is relaxed he may be either 
lying ui silting. The aim i» supported comfor'.nbly at the 
patients side in a more or less horizontal position. The ann 
should be fieed from clothes to the shoulder. The cuff com- 
pletely deflated should he applied with the middle of the 
rubber over the inn'-r side of the arm, and its lower edge an 
inch or two above the bend of the elbow. The following turns 
of cloth bandage should spread evenly over the bag to avoid 
bulging during inflation. 

The brachial artery is located by palpitation at the bend of 
the elbow and the stethoscope is then applied lightly and 
centrally over it below, but not in contact with the cuff. The 
cult is inflated to about 200 mm. Hg and then slowly deflated. 
The level at which the column stands when soft successive 
sounds are heard represents Ihe Systolic Pressure. When more 
air is allowed to excape the sounds will be heard to increase 
in intensity. The level of the column at which the well-heard 
clear sounds change to soft muflled fading sounds represents 
the diastolic pressure. The measurements should be taken in 
a fairly brief period of time as prolonged pressure of the 
cull' is' irritating to thp patient and will vitiate the readings. 
Kechecking if necessary, should be done only a few minutes 
after complete deflation of the cuff (Some times as the cufT 
is deflated sounds are heard, at a certain level: they may dis- 
appear as pressure falls and reappear at a still lower level. 
This ‘Silent Gap’ may cause error in reading.) 

8. The urine (passed in the presence of the examiner) 

should be examined and the result recorded. Where a Medical 
Board finds sugar present in a candidate's urine by the usual 
chemical tests the Board will proceed with the examination 
with all its other .aspects and will also specially not© any signs 
or svmptoms suggestive of diabetes. Tf, except for the 
glycosuria ihe Board finds the candidate conforms to the 
standard of medical fitness required they may pass the candi- 
date fit subject to the glycosuria being non-diabetic and the 
Board will refer ihe ense to a specified specialist in Medicine 
who has hospital and laboratory facilities at his disposal. The 
Medical Specialist will carrv out whatever examinations clini- 
cal and laboratory he considers necessary including a standard 
Idood sugar tolerance test & will submit his opinion to the 
Medical Borad upon which the Medical Board will base its 
final opinion “fit” or “unfit”. The candidate will not be 

required to appear in person before the Board on the second 

occasion. To exclude the effects of medication it may he 

necessary to retain a candidate for several days in hospital 

under strict supervision.

The following intimation is made for the guidance of the 
Medical Examiner : — 

The standard of physical fitness to he adopted should make 
due allowance for the uge and length of service, if any, of tho 
candidate concerned. 

No person will be deemed qualified for admission to the 
Public Service who shall not satisfy Government, or the 
appointing authority, as the case may be that he has no 
disease, constitutional affection, or bodily infirmity unfitting 
him, or likely to unfit him for that service. 

It should be understood that the question of fitness involves 
the future as well as the present and that one of the main 
objects of medical examination is to secure continuous effec- 


tive service, and in the ease of candidates for permanent 
appointment to prevent early pension or payments m case of 
premature death. It is at the same time to be noted that the 
question is one of the likelihood of continuous effective 
service, and the rejection of a candidate need not be advised 
on account of the presence of a defect which is only a small 
proportion of cases is found to interfere with continuous effec- 
tive service. 

The Board should normally consist of three members (i) a 
physician, (ii) a Surgeon and (iii) an Ophthalmologist all of 
whom should be as far as practicable, be of equal status. A 
lady doctor will be coopled as a member nf the Medical 
Board whenever a woman candidate is to be examined. 

Candidates appointed to the Indian Economic Service/ 
Indian Statistical Service are liable for field service in or 
out of India. In case of such a candidate the Medical 
Board should specially record their opinion as to his fitness 
or otherwise for field service. The report of .the Medical 
Board should be treated as confidential. 

Tn cases where a candidate is declared unlit for appoint- 
ment in the Government Service, the grounds for rejec- 
tion may be communicated lo Ihe candidate ip broad terms 
without giving minute details regarding the defects pointed 
out by the Medical Board. 

In cases where a Medical Hoard considers that a minor 
disability disqualifying a candidate for Government service 
can be cured by treatment (Medical or surgical) a state- 
ment to that effect should be recorded by the Medical 
Hoard. There is no objection lo a candidate being informed 
of the Board’s opinion to this effect by the appointing autho- 
rity and when a cure has been effected it will be open to 
the authority concerned to ask for another Medical Board. 

In Ihe case of candidates who are to be declared “Tempo- 
rarily Unlit” the period specified for re-examination should 
not ordinarily exceed six months at the maximum. On re- 
examination alter the specified period these candidates 
should not be declared temporarily unfit for a further period 
hut a final decision in regard to their fitness for appoint- 
ment or otherwise should be given.

No. 1-1 /79-FRY(FD).— At the Twenty-third General 
Assembly of the European Confederation of Agriculture, held 
in Spain, it was approved to establish a World Forestry Day 
for which the co-operation of all concerned International 
Organisations was requested.
